Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The language added to claims 7 and 10 would be 
entered if presented alone. The portion of the Kawase reference cited recited a (single) beam and dicloses that the disk is subjected to 
multiple exposures. The reference clearly uses a single beam apparatus, but in column 5 at lines 22-36 does discuss that a time savings 
or manufacturing cost can be reduced if only one intermediate pit is used becuase then a two beam apparatus may be used. Clearly there 
is more than one intermediate beam in figure 8,which is described in lines 4-14 of column 5 of Kawase. Therefore the examiner is 
confident that only single beam cutting apparatus is used and that this is clear to one of ordinary skill in the art. The examiner also notes 
that the claims do not limit the invention to a single beam apparatus as open "comprising" language is used. The examiner notes that only 
in column 5 is the writing of the information described. The other discussiongs seem to deal with reading the resultant medium . 
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
